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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments raise several new issues. The proposed amendments ties "velocity" and "variance" 
to the "selection means" whereas previous presented claims 6 & 7 were drawn to indicate that the relationship of "velocity" or "variance" 
was in regards to the transparency control means. As such, proposed amendment will require new consideration under 112, 1st for 
determing if there is adequate disclosure of this aspect of the selection means and possible 112, 2nd for claiming the narrow variance of a 
blood flow and in a following dependent claim claiming the broader blood flow information. 
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
